Baggagemen shall de 
liver such packages at the place shown 
in the address. 
“ Baggagemen are not permitted to 
receive second class mail directly from 
tbe publisher on I post master's certifi­ 
cate» unless specially authorized by 
tbe department through the division 
superintendent to do so.’
